Thanks for reaching out to ask what the CAG would like to ask of the EPA at the meeting.

A request for the following information, delivered in a timely manner, was requested of the EPA at the
June, 2019 CAG meeting:

1. A list of alf documents and reports that provided the data being compiled info the master database
for QU2 and,

2. Copies of or electfronic access o, each of those documents prior to the release of whatever
database, report or assessment on which the CCoD was working off of, well before the 30 day public
comment period begins.

Since the CAG experts ( See Advisory Group in CAG Newsletter) have not yet been given access {o
the requested data or reports, we are repeating the same request. Again, our experts have
requested access (o raw data as well as reports with agency interpretations.

One of the congressional mandates of the CAG is to advise the EPA and others on matters
regarding work being done in the Site, as the work progresses.

The EPA describes this mandate is a process over time between EPA, CDPHE, CC of Denver, the
community , political leaders, PRPs and others and is very different from the 30 day comment period
offered o the general public once a draft has been completed.

Our well qualified experts stand ready to examine the data and reports and to advise the CAG on
any recommendations or resolutions that they many offer the EPA.

CAG experts have informed us that in order to do a credible, thorough job, they need access to the
data and reports well before the 30 day public comment period begins.

Thanks again for your offer and we look forward to seeing you next Tuesday.

- Jennifer,
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With all due respect, the agenda looks nearly identical to the last two EPA quarterly updates. I see there is are
items for the Five year review and the site assessment report for National Western. Those items will be
welcome additions.

As we have discussed on multiple occasions, EPA once desired for our group to focus specifically on OU2. In
the spring both CAG members and community turned our attention back OU2 and the remedial investigation.
As we've previously requested, we would like specific information about the historical context of OU2, things
such as types of waste buried there, volume of waste - storage and disposal and the relevant timeline,
composition or characteristics of the waste; more contemporary use of the site in terms of waste generation,
storage and disposal, nature and types of waste onsite at the time of Denver's purchase and the changes in the
waste landscape of OU2 in the time since the purchase, also to include volumes and type of waste, composition
and the like; and information about the municipal landfill wastes in this area. These and others are all data
points one would expect to be factored into an expanded and updated investigation of the site.

As this appears to be the most active of the operable units and we've asked for this information for at least 2 of
the 3 previous quarterly meetings, what is your team willing to do to shed light on the investigation and share
this information with the community?

Copying Bridget and Chuck, Bridget who is my back up at this meeting and Chuck too who may have some
additional inputs for the agenda.
